FLAMES LEVEL 
PHOENIX HOTEL 


Hundred and Fifty Guests 
Driven from. Beds. 


Many Narrow Escapes and 
Heroic Rescues. 


Other Business Houses Are 
Damaged—Big Losses.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 17.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) A fire, carly this 
morning, destroyed Hotel Adams, fore- 
ing over 150 guests and inmates to 
seek safety by means of fire escapes. 
There were many narrow escapes from 
death. 

The flames spread rapidly and other 
business houses near by were menaced, 
several of them being damaged to 
more or less extent. At one time the 
flames were sotbreatening that it was 
believed that the whole business sec- 
tion of Phoenix was doomed. Tele- 
grams were sent to other towns In the 
Territory for additional fire-fighting 
apparatus. This, however, was not 
needed. 

The fire cut off the main entrance to 
the hotel at once, making it impossible 
to remove any of the furniture and 
few of the guests saved any personal 
property. No lives were lost in the 


re. 

Ralph Purvis, aged 20, a consumptive 
from South Dakota, dropped dead in 
the excitement, while viewing the fire 
from a near-by lane. 

The Adams was the largest and best- 
known hotel in Arizona. It was a 
four-story, brick structure, at the cor- 
ner of Adams and Center streets, with 
heavy porches for all floors on both 
streets. The Center-street front was 
occupied by business houses. 

The building, inside, was a veritable 
fire trap, the danger being lessened by 
the ready communication afforded by 
the porches, which were connected by

The floors were of wood, but 
the partitions were al! plastered, with 
not a single fire wall.

HOW SOCIAL SERVICE WORKERS 
AID THE CITY. 


Charity Conference Committee Dis- 
cusses the Needs of the Indigents, 
and Calls Upon City and County 
to Help Bear the Burden of Their 
Relief. 


At a meeting of the Charity Confer- 
ence Committee, held yesterday morn- 
ing in the Chamber of Commerce, the 
subject of “Social Service” was dis- 
cussed, in its various phases by Dr. 
Ross Morse, Dr. C. H. Whitman, Dr. 
M. L. Moore, Dr. Elliott Alden and Dr. 
W. Jarvis Barlow. 

The result of the meeting was the 
adoption of a resolution calling upon 
the city and county to aid in the work 
of properly caring for the poor. 

Dr. George H. Kress, chairman of 
the committee, presided at the meet- 
ing, and made a statement of what 
the associated charitable institutions o* 
the city are doing in the way of al- 
leviating the woes of the indigent sick, 
through the medium of regularly em- 
ployed visitors. Those who need it are 
given advice on proper living, and the 
rick are instructed how best to take 
proper care of themselves, as well as 
being provided with remedies by phys!- 
clans who give their service free to the 
association. The work has grown with 
the growth of the city, and laborers 
are now too few and funds too short 
to keep pace with the increased de- 
mands. Dr. Kress argued that the 
gratuitous work thus performed for 
the gvod of humanity results in saving 
hundreds of people from becoming 
charges on the city, and that in mere 
dollars and cents, it is a great saving 
to the municipality and the county, 
and consequentiy they should freely

San Fernando Ranchman Has 
District Bluff ed. 


Gets to Be Real Meek When 
Deputies Show Up. 


Pours Out Liquor and Gives 
Up His Arsenal. 


To punish William Rapp. a ranch- 
man residing three miles south of San 
Fernando, for having made his wife 
and children sleep in an orchard and 
having terrorized the neighborhood, 
Deputy Sheriffs Wright and Lips yes- 
terday compelled him to pour out his 
entire supply of liquor and then go 
home with a minister. 

They transformed him from a bad 
man, who thirsted for blood and rode 
about with a small atsenal attached 
to him, into a meek person who was 
willing to do whatever they might 
direct. 

The Rapp family has had much 
trouble recently. Last week the father 
swore to a complaint charging Clar- 
ence Waite with having committed a 
statutory offense on his 15-year-old 
daughter, Mary. Monday the girl and 
her mother visited the office of the 
District Attorney i!n connection with 
the prosecution. When they returned 
home, they declare, Rapp was deep in 
his cups and in a quarrelsome mood. 

According to the story Mary and 
two younger children told the officers, 
he placed a gun at their mother’s head 
and told her he would kill her if she 
did not leave the house. In fear, she 
fied, taking the children with her. 

SHIVER IN ORCHARD. 

They remained in an orchard near 
by all night, shivering and fearing 
that he might do them harm. They 
deciared that they did not dare to go 
to the house of neighbors, because 
such action might have drawn their 
friends into the trouble. 

The persons residing in the vicinity 
of the Rapp home say they are afraid 
of Rapp when he is drinking. He has 
always kept his residence well sup- 
plied with firearms. — 

After the members of his family had 
left the house, Rapp mounted a horse 
and throughout the night kept a vigil. 
As he resides on the top of a hill, be 
had an opportunity to survey the sur- 
rounding country. bout 4 o'clock, 
Mrs. Rapp notified one of the neigh- 
bors of her troubles. 

Half a dozen persons, including the 
minister from San Fernando, decided 
to take action. They did not go near 
enough the ranch to be within range 
of any bullet which might be sent 
their way. 

HOLD COUNCIL OF WAR. 

After a council of war, they decided 
to telephone the Sheriff's office for 
assistance. Deputies Lips and Wright 
went m the District Attorney's auto- 
mobile to Pacoima, where they met the 
party of peace makers. After learning 
the situation, they went to the Rapp 
ranch. He made no resistance, when 
they disclosed their identity, and dis-

The minister joined 
in emptying the liquor. Rapp uncov- 
ered several guns of various descrip- 
tion.

Dr. Amos Alexander Barkley, «a 
brother of Mra. Shopbell, who has 
lately arrived in this city from Okla- 
homa, was called to testify. He said 
his sister had been advised by physi- 
cians that she might have to undergo 
an operation, end said he had her 
taken to the hospital, intending to 
later put her under an anesthetic to 
give her a thorough examination. He 
did not admit knowir.g much about 
the cause of her illness. At this point 
Juror Stanford D. Parker of the Los 
Angeles Wholesalers’ Board of Trade, 
asked a series of questions which shed 
valuable light on the condition of Mrs, 
Shopbell.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
TO THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Following is a copy of the official 
report filed by the superintendent of 
tthe Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
with the Executive Committee in the 
case of Mrs. Shopbell: 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.) May 14, 1919. 
—To the Executive Committee: 

At 11:20 a.m. on Friday. May 13, 
Mrs. Mamie Shopbell was brought to | 
the Iflospital of the Good Samaritan 
by her husband, E. Shopbeil, and 
her brother, Dr. A. T. Barkiey. 

The patient waiked into the hospital 
and was shown to room 402, which 
Dr. Barkley and her husband had pre- 
gt engaged for her accommoda- 
tion. 

Mrs. Shopbell was entered as a pa- 
tient who was to be made ready for 
an examination under anacsthesia the 
following morning, a history being 
given of some abdominal tumor or 
growth which had been previously ‘ex- 
amined, but concerning which 
Barkicy was unable to satisfy himeelf, 
hence had made arrangements for Mrs. 
Shopbell in the hospital, where a com- 
plete examination and diagnosis of the 
case could be made. 

Mrs. Shopbel), while a frail-seeming 
woman, with a history of prolonged 
ill health, seemed very pleasant and 
cheerful, eating a good. dinner and 
spending the greater part of the after- 
noon visiting with her husband 
and brother, who remained un- 
she had partaken of her sup- 
per at 5:30 o'clock, when they 
remarked that she had eaten more 
than she had done in a long time. 

Mr. Shopbell and Dr. Barkiey left 
the hospital some time after Mrs.

Aw examination of the room recently

The husband, E. Shop- 
bell, and the brother, Dr. A. T. Bark- 
ley, were immediately in possession of 
all the facts known in the case by 
the hospital authorities. After death 
the body was placed in the sacristy 
of the hospital, and at 8 o'clock In

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE GIVES 
iT THIS ADVICE. 


Lengthy Discussion Regarding Rail- 
roads on Municipal Docks Results 
in Passing of Resolution Which le 
Forwarded to Council—Schoo! Site 
Question Up Teday. 


LONG BEACH, May 17.—The Cham- 
ber of Commerce last night discussed 
at some length the question of railroad 
franchises in the vicinity of and on 
the municipal docks. The general 
opinion was that the city should, un- 
der all circumstances, own its own 
trackage and approaches to the docks. 
A resolution was adopted and will be 
sent to the City Council as a recom- 
mendation. It states: 

“First. We would recommend that 

the city bulld its own railroads on 
dock and across private right of way 
of the Los Angeles Dock and Terminal 
Company to Water street. Also that 
it build and own its own railroads run- 
ning southwest on Water street to the 
intersection of Ocean Park avenue, 
and east on Clark street to the inter- 
section of Ocean Park avenue, and 
such other lines as may be deemed 
necessary. 
“Second. We would recommend that 
franchises be granted the Pacific EBlec- 
tric and the &. P. L. A. and 8. lh 
Railroad, the Southern Pacific Rall- 
road and any other railroad desiring 
connections over one of the various 
streets connecting with the city tracks 
bullt on said Clark, Water and other 
streets, provided that said franchises 
be granted subject to an agreement 
that the company receiving the same 
will give the same freight rates to and 
from the city docks to all points 
touched by eir roads or connecting 
railroads that is given from other Los 
Angeles county harbor points. 

“Third. We would recommend that 
the city enter into an agreement with 
one of the railroad companies to do 
the switching from the city docks un- 
der conditions to be approved by the 
City Council.” 

Considerable opposition developed to 
givi any road a franchise to do the 
awl ng for twenty-one 
the venture ig untried and mistakes 
might be made which it would be im- 
possible to rectify. Generally, the sug- 
gestion was favored for a contract of 
two years with some railroad com- 
pany to do the switching, and later on 
to consider a longer contract.
